You failed to safely unload 2 African lions from their transport enclosures as 
carefully as possible.

Every exhibitor shall make, keep, 
and maintain records or forms which fully and correctly disclose the information required 
concerning animals in his possession or under his control, including the name and 
addresses of persons animals were purchased or otherwise acquired, the vehicle license 
number and driver’s license number, and the date of purchase, acquisition, sale, or disposal 
of the animal. 

You failed to maintain complete and accurate records of at least 16 animals.
